His hat anti coat later were found 
on the ice near an opening, and i t is sup­ 
posed that he was drowned. 
Dilligent 
search was made at the time, but with­ 
out result. 
It was reported by a man 
in Winnipeg that Rev. Edmands had 
been seen on the streets of that city 
some months after his disappearance, 
but a careful investigation of this sup 
posed clue showed that the report was 
erroneous. 
“The dead man had considerable lifo 
insurance, and the payment oT this has 
been held up pending the recovery of 
his body.

Sw inton, the great N ew York 
editor 
who 
heard Lincoln in Cooper 
Union, N ew York, in 18(50, w rote as fol­ 
lows after hearing Debs from th e sam e 
platform 
in 1894: 
“I recalled 
the ap ­ 
pearance, the manner, tho voice and the 
speech of Lincoln as D ebs stood before 
me thirty-four years 
afterw ards. 
It 
seem ed to me that both 
m en were im ­ 
bued w ith the sam e spirit. B oth seem ed 
To me 
as men of judgm ent, reason, 
earnestness and power. 
B oth 
seem ed 
to me as men of free, high, gen u in e and 
generous manhood. 
I ‘took’ to Lincoln 
in 
my early life as 
I took to 
D eb s a 
third of a centu ry later. 
In th e sp ee ch ­ 
es of b oth westerners there w as cogent 
argum ent; there were apt illustrations; 
there 
were especially em p h atic p ass­ 
ages; there were m om ents of lightning; 
there we’re touches of humor; and then 
were other qualities w hich produce con­ 
viction or im pel to action.” * * * “ I con 
fess th a t I was as m uch im pressed with 
the closin g words of D obs’ sp eech as 
was w ith 
those of L incoln. 
Lincoln 
spoke 
for right and progress; so spoke 
Debs. 
L incoln spoke for 
tin 1 freedom 
of labor; so Debs.
